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MINUTES OF MEETINGS |

NEWARK, N. J., 
May Ist, 1919. 


A regular meeting of the Board 
of Commissioners of Newark, N. J., 
was held on the above date in the 
Council Chamber, City Hall, New- 
ark, af 11 o’clock a. m. 


Present —- Commissioners Archi- 
bald, Brennan, Monahan, Raymond, 
Mayor Gillen. 


The minutes of the meeting of 
April 24th, 1919, were read and 
approved. 


Mr. Fred Harwood, county and 
state secretary for the Socialist 
party, appeared before the Board at 
the request of Commissioner Mona- 
han, who threatened to rescind his 
recent permit to the Socialists to 
hold their meeting at Military Park 
unless assurances were given that 
the law would be obeyed. Mr. Har- 
wood stated that the members of 
his party intended to obey the law, 
and that he did not think anything 
objectionable would occur. 


In reply to a question by Com- 
missioner Brennan as to whether or 


not red flags were to be carried at. 


the demonstration, Mr. Harwood 
stated that he had notified the mem- 
bers of the recent passage in New 
Jersey of a law prohibiting the carry- 
ing of a red flag and he therefore 
did not think it would be displayed. 

Commissioner Monahan stated he 


did not object to the meeting being 
held as long as they are going to 
keep within the law. 

Mayor Gillen announced that in 
view of the explanation the permit 
stands as it was and permission will 
be granted for a meeting to be held 
in Military Park at 7 o’clock p. m. 
on May ist, 1919. 

Mr. Steven Bircher, representing 


‘the Brotherhood of Metal Workers, 


requested a blanket permit from) 
the Commission to speak anywhere 
in the city. He stated that for the 
past ten years he has been making 
speeches in the interests of the 
Brotherhood of Metal Workers, but 
that last Tuesday when he appeared 
at the plant of the J. E. Mergott 
Company he was met by two plain- 
clothesmen and two uniformed po- 
licemen and taken to the Sixth Pre- 
cinct Police Station, where he was 
given a lecture; that following this 
experience he went to Chief of Po- 
lice Long and asked for a blanket 
speaking permit, which was refused, 
and he then appealed to Director 
Brennan of the Department of Pub- 
lic Safety with the same result. 
Commissioner Brennan: I have 
had two conferences with Mr. Bir- 
cher relative to the holding of these 
street meetings. I have taken the 
matter up with the heads of the 
departments and we have arrived at 
the conclusion that no street corner 
meetings will be allowed unless per- 


mits are granted by the Chief of 
Police. I belneve no one has a right 
to hold promiscuous meetings with- 
out a permit from the Chief of Po- 
lice. There is too much of this 
going on. There are too many com- 
piaints coming in, not only from the 
employers, but from the citizens and 
householders in the vicinity. I told 
Mr. Bircher this morning that he 
would have to have a permit if he 
desired to avail hiraself of our offer, 
and that he would nave to get a per- 
mit every day. He has. refused to 
accept that, and taving done so I 
can assure him that until the courts 
dispose of the matter in some other 
“way the Department of Public Safety 
will live up to its understanding of 
the matter. 


I have a report from the building 
inspector regarding protests against 
the erection of garages. 
like to place it before you before 
hearing the protests. 

Commissioner Brennan stated 
that Superintendent O’Rourke had 
made the following report in rela- 
tion to the various applications for 
the erection of garages: 


“Referring to the applications to 
erect public garages which were ad- 
_vertised in accordance with the or- 
dinance approved March 13th, 1919, 
and against which protests have been 
filed, I have to report as follows: 


19-23 Carteret Street—cC. H. Lane, 
applicant. This application is for a 
group of individual garages, and 
might more property be defined as 
community garages. A verbal pro- 
test was made against this garage 
by a Mr. Abbott, who stated that he 
would later file a written petition 
signed by neighboring property own- 
ers against the project. 

After viewing the site I am of 
the opinion that this group of com- 
-munity garages is not so objection- 
able in this location, and as the 
promised petition has not been filed 
I would suggest favorable action. 


465-471 Clifton Avenue—tThis is 


I would - 


also a group of community garages, 
filed by the same owner, Mr. C. H. 
Lane, and as a _ written protest, 
signed by most of the neighboring 
property owners, has been filed 
against the construction of this pro- 
ject, 1 would suggest unfavorable 
action, 


204-206 Runyon Street—This is 
also for a group of community gar- 
ages in a neighborhood where the 
owner of the proposed project al- 
ready has a number of similar gar- 
ages. It does not seem to me that 
the addition of these twelve individ- 
ual units is needed. here, and as a 
protest has been received from the 
neighboring property owners I would 
suggest unfavorable action. 


773-775 South 20th Street—This 
is a public garage in the general 
acceptance of the term, being a one- 
story building, 50x95, with a truss- 
wood roof over and intended for 
the general storage, and I presume, 
repair of automobiles. While it is 
close to a business street—Spring- 
field Avenue—it is located in a resi- 
dential district, and inasmuch as a 
protest signed by many of the neigh- 
boring property owners has been 
filed against the erection of. the 
building I would suggest unfavorable 
action. 


62 Montgomery Street—This is 
also a public garage for the gen- 
eral storage and repair of automo- 
biles. It is located in a congested 
neighborhood, close to a public 
school, and as a protest signed by 
five of the neighboring property 
owners has been filed against the 
erection of this building, I would 
recommend unfavorable action.” 


Mr. A. H. MecGlyn, representing 
the owner of a garage to be built at 
773-775 South 20th Street, requested 
the Board to grant permission for 
the erection of this garage. “This 
is a building which will cost between 
$13,000 and $15,000 to build. There 
will be space for about twenty-five 
garages. I do not see how you can 


call this a strictly residential prop- 
erty when there is a factory and 
saloon not far away from the pro- 
posed garage.” : 

Mr. Joseph H. Steinhart, represent- 
ing all the objectors, protested 


against the erection of a garage at 


773-75 South 20th Street on the 
ground that the property owners 
purchased the property in this lo- 


. cality on the supposition that it was 


to be restricted for the use of dwell- 
ings. 

Mayor Gillen suggested that each 
commissioner look at the property 
before voting on the permit. 


Commissioner Archibald moved 
that the matter lay over for one 
week and the property in the mean- 
time be inspected by members of 
the Board. `

Mr. P. Arthur Heller objected to 
the erection of a garage at 465-471 
Clifton Avenue.

garage in this neighborhood. . 

Mr. C. H. Lane and Mr. d’Mur 
urged the Board to grant a permit 
for the erection of a garage at 465- 
471 Clifton Avenue on the ground 
that it would be a great convenience 


to the residents of the immediate 
neighborhood. . 
Commissioner Archibald moved 


that the matter lay over for one 
week and the property in the mean- 
time be inspected by members of 
the Board. i

In reference to the notice that an 
assessment is about to be made on 
certain Vailsburg property benefited 
‘by the new drainage system, I ob- 
ject to any assessment against my 
property on the following grounds: 

lst—The section of the sewer 
laid in Finlay place was not built 
according to specifications, which 
calls for a thirty-six (36”) inch con- 
crete sewer up to the city line; there 
still remains over twelve (12) feet 
of the old fifteen (15) inch tile pipe 
sewer which was never removed by 
the contractor, which is entirely too 
small to receive all of the water 
from about one hundred (100) 
acres, which was recently sewered 
by South Orange, using eighteen 
(18) inch sewer pipes and connect- 
ing same with the Newark system 
with an inlet only fifteen (15) 
inches. The map enclosed herewith 
will bear out this statement. 

2nd—aAll rain water falling upon 
my property follows a natural slope 
into South Orange and therefore 
does not enter the Newark system 
direct, and as South Orange is not 
going to contribute to the cost I also 
claim exemption, 

3rd—Every time we have a heavy 
rain part of my property is under 
water, caused by the sma opening 
in the Newark sewer. 

4th—-I have called the attention 
of the Department of Sewers on sev- 
eral occasions to look into this mat- 
ter and also submitted a sketch 
similar to the plans I am submitting 
now.

Mr. Nathan H. Brodsky, of 790. 


Broad street, appeared before the 
Board at the request of Commis- 
sioner Brennan and made the follow- 
ing statement in connection with 
treatment accorded him by William 
Schmauder, clerk of the Fourth Pre- 
cinet Police Station. 


I went down to the Fourth Pre- 
cinct yesterday to make a complaint 


. 


for embezzlement and grand larceny 
against a man that was going to 
leave town. The lieutenant at the 
desk informed me he had no au- 
thority to take complaints and re- 
ferred me to Mr. Schmauder, the 
clerk. E went to see Mr. Schmauder, 
who told me to go to hell. He used 
some very indecent and profane lan- 
guage. He said he absolutely refused 
to take the complaint, and told me 
to come down in the morning. I told 
him that the money belonged to me 
and that the man had an automobile 
with which he intended to get away 
with, and that I desired quick action 
before the man. got away, whereupon 
he became very profane, grabbed 
ahold of me and shoved me up 
against the door and threw me out. 


Commissioner Brennan—-I might 
state that I have had numerous com- 
plaints coming to me from citizens 
regarding the action of the clerks, 
or at least some of the clerks in our 
police courts. The judges have given 
orders that complaints are to be 
taken only by the clerks or deputy 
clerks, and evidently some of the 
clerks absolutely disregard the rights 
of citizens making complaints. I am 
powerless to do anything with them. 
If a member of the bar is treated in 
the manner as explained by Mr. Brod- 
sky you can imagine what would hap- 
pen to an unfortunate who is unable 
to understand the English language. 
The facts, of course, I presume 
should be brought before the entire 
commission. Mr. Brodsky ame to 
see me yesterday afternoon on the 
matter, and I referred him to Judge 
Boettner, who said the Commission 
had charge of the matter. When 1 
was told that the man was likely to 
be out of the city I instructed the 
captain to get on the job immedi- 
ately, and suggested to Mr. Brodsky 
that he appear before the Commis- 
sion for the purpose of calling your 
attention to the conditions existing 
in some.of the courts. If you refer 
this matter to me, I would suggest 
that you also refer it to the Law De- 
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partment, as I would hke to have 
the advice of sorme member of the 
Law Department in dealing with this 
matter, as it is becoming a serious 
one. 


Mayor Gillen—~Aren’t there a great 
Many complaints made by persons 
that they have great difficulty in 
communicating with relatives or 
friends when they are locked up? 


Commissioner Brennan—Yes, there 
are a great many complaints made. 
Ever since I became Director of Pub- 
lic Safety I issued orders to permit 
prisoners to get in telephonic com- 
munication with taeir friends, and in 
the event of being unable to reach 
relatives or counsel a reserve man 
sent to the party requested by the 
prisoner. . 


Commissioner Archibald moved
